Our contemporary af the Colonist is evidently 
beginning to feel rather uneasy over the prospect 
of British Columbia having a Governor of its 
own, and the power to manage its own affairs. 
We have lorig’ Leen aware that, though uttering 








- an occasional uncertain croak against the exist- 


ing political state of thitigs in these. Colonies— 


» just enough to make some of his over credulous 


readers fancy him an iddependant reformer—he 
was well satisfied with the present regime, and 
any opposition he might offer was a mere feint. 
He! thinks the change from serfdom—a state of 
mere vassalage—to independent self-government, 
although flattering to our pride, will be a griey- 
ous digappointment ; and then:presents his pan- 
acea—a union of the Colonies. ~ 

We fancy few will assert4not even the Edi. 
tor of the Colonist—that Vaticouver Island, bad 


‘as has been-the administration there, would have 


been better governed with a despotic ruler than 
it has, been with the very imperfect and limited 
reptesentation conferred upon its people. And 
when we remember the outlying electoral dis- 
triets of the Island, ‘with their one, two and 
three independent electors, we cannot help blash- 
ingyat the asgurance of our contemporary when 
he tells us that British Columbia is not sufficient- 
ly ailvanced fer a-separate Government and rep- 
resentative institutions. In reply to his objec- 
tion we give an extract from a leading article 
which appeared in the London Morning Post upon 
the subject of our petition, and which expresses 
our Bentiments upon the subject : 


“"Phie only objection that has been raised to 
theit (the people of British Columbia) capacity 
for self-government afises ont of their mode of 


Tife.| The colonists are nearly all engaged ac- 


tively in the pursuit of money-making ; and it is 
urged that they may pot have sufficient time to 
attend to the’government of their ‘colony. In- 
this'consideration, however, we must acknow- 
ledge we sec‘very little force. The identity of 
ethployment throughont a Colony is a fact neces- 
sarily proportioned to) the simplicity of its public 
interests. It is only in grown-up States, with 
learned professions, and-men of leisure subsist- 
ing on the proceeds of already realized wealth, 
that you find complicated political interests ‘to 
be dealt with. . The inhabitants of a country are 


_ always equal to the legislative requirements of 


that country. So rade a dependency as British 
Colembia can give birth to none of the abstrase 
political problems of government that crack the 
brains of political philosophers. We should be 
disposed to assume that an activé and*intelligent 
ty, are fally equal to the task of legislating 
for themselvés. Before they have mofecomplex 
questions to solve, they will have a more complex 
society to solve them.” ‘ 
Without making any invidious comparisons as 
ta the relative fitness of these two Colonies for 
self-government, we claim that British Columbia 
is prepared for such a political change, and the 
sooner we have representative institutions in op- 
eration the sooner will the people be qualified for 
responsible government in its most extended and 
liberal form. Everything must have a commence- 
ment, and the machinery will doubtless work a 
little awkwardly at first ; but that would be the 
case five or. ten years hence. It is better every 
‘way that these institutions should grow op and 
expand with the growth of the Colony. If onr 
people a fit for self-government now the 
sooner they bégin to learn the art the better. 
But. the charge is a gross libel uponthe com- 
munity. “ The most of our people have been 
accustomed all their lives to the working: of lib- 
eral political institutions ; and the fact that they 
had enterprise and spirit enough to come and 
settle here is a very good guarantee:*that they 
are not lesg fit now than they were in their native 
land for-the exercise and enjoyment of all the 
rights of British subjects. We cannot help 
thinking our. contemporary would do better to 
Aevote a little more of his attention to preparing 
the inhabitants of his own little island for an ex- 
tension of their political privileges, and evince less 
disposition to interfere with the internal affairs 
of this Oolony. At ‘all events the cry that 
British Columbia is nnfit’ for self-government 
comes with @ very bad grace ‘rom a journalist 
who has in bygone days made such loud profes- 
sions of liberal reform principles. :

Of course everybody knows how very 
easy it is to obtain 100 signatures of so-called 
miners in Victoria just now ; and, consequently, 
the document possesses but little intrinsic value.; 
But the introductory remarks of that nilk-and- 
water sheet in which it appears are even more 
amusing than the address itself, especially when 
it is remembered that in that paper appeared ar- 
ticles animadverting quite as strongly upon Mr. 
Elwyn’s speculations as anything we have written, 

@ presume we need hardly disclaim any per- 
sonal antipathy to Mr. Elwyn. He isa gentle- 
man whom we respect ; and it is only in the fear- 
less and impartial discharge of an unpleasant 
duty that we have'ever alluded to his name other- 
wise than with respect and approbation, and that 
only in his official capacity. When we hear of 
judges receiving presents of valuable Jand and 
gold commissioners receiving presents of valuable 
nuggets from litigants, we are always disposed 
to suspect the existence of an improper motive 
on the part of the giver or the receiver or botli.

Frem the old country we are told that a much 
jarger, immigration nay be looked for than has 
hitherto fallen to gur lot. We hear of large 
numbers coming froin Scotland ; and it is reason- 


in England and Scofland will| have the effect of 
inducing | many poséessing more or less means to 
try their fortanes ingthis Colony. For although 
many of the foolish and exaggerated representa- 
tions which have upfortunately found their way 
into print will be gorrected, yet a healthy and 
rational interest in the country will undoubtedly 
be promoted, while:the inauguration of a consti- 
tutional Government will establish confidence, 
and tend to the investment of capital here. _ 
Altho’ Canada may not send us as many of her 
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UNEASINESS TAKES THE PLACE oF RipicuLF.— 
The people of Victoria evidently begin to feel 
considerable anxiety respecting the probable re- 
‘sult of Mr. Cameron’s mission'to London, They 
were disposed at first to treat the whole move- 
ment as a ridiculous affair ; but it is now assuin- 
ing far too important proportions to admit of 
that sort of treatment, and they are naturally 
impatient to get a peep behind the curtains. Our 
contemporary of the Colonist, after quoting the 
remarks we made in a recent issue, says :— 


«©We also learn from paivate sources that the constituents of Mr. 
Cameron are not over well pleased with him. They doubt him. 
Why don’t the CoLumpian state all it knows?" 


/ We fear his “private sources” are not very re- 
liable. When the contents of the letters receiv-
